national house of representatives.

Representative Lafean about five y^ars 
ago, a commission was appointed to 
recommend to congress plans for the 
erection of a memorial to the emanci- 
pator of the slaves. After considera- 
ble investigation the commission, it is 
said, concluded on B memorial struc- 
ture along the Potomac, but the com- 
mission was not a unit in this conclu- 
sion. The report, however, has not 
been presented to congress, but it 
likely will be in the very near future. 


The increased interest in the pro- 


posed toadway is expected to result in 
steps being taken at an early date for 
the preliminary work to be done. It is 
also suggested that the proposed me- 
morial in Washington be placed at that 
tei minus of the highway. The build- 
ing of the highwaj, it is believed, will 
lie the beginning of a great system of 
roads. One of the nrst stretches of 
road to be improved by the State of 
Pennsyhania in iH chain of main 
highways leads from the historic bat 
tlefleld in this county. 


The promoters of the highway are 


meeting with opposition from archi 
tects and others, who contend that the 
construction of the memorial way 
would establish a bad precedent and 
be the entering wedge for the estab- 
lishment of a fixed policy of granting 
federal appropriations for the build- 
ing of public highways. 


There is said to be a great distor- 


tion of the actual facts concerning the 
proposed construction of the highway 
by those who take exception to the im- 
provements. 


It is contended that the roadway 


with a bituminous macadam surface 
could be built for $21,000 a mile, or 
making a total cost of $1,512,000 for 
the 72 miles. 
According to the ex 


nerience of several states a road 24 
feet wide could be kept in repair for 
from 1300 to $500 a mile. It is stated 
that the parking or ornamentation of 
the roadsides would have to be left In 
the hands of the park departments of 
Washington and Gettysburg, or either. 
Large memorial arches should mark 
the entrance of the road in Washing 
ton and the point of connection with 
the 
Gettysburg 
reservation.

themaetvea In favor of the Lincoln 
Way as the only appropriate memorial 
for Lincoln.

Dn. CHAHLFS SIAXLEY ALBERT, one of 


the most prominent churchmen in the 
General Synod of the Lutheran Church 
died at his home in Philadelphia on 
Sunday after a brief illness, which had 
not been regarded as serious. 


The illness was brongne on by over- 


work, under which he suffered a ner- 
vous breakdown, the heart finally be- 
coming affected. 
At t'ne time of hi& 


death his wife and four children were 
at his bedside. 


Dr. Albert was boi n in Hanover. Pa., 


in 1847. His father was the Rev. 
Jacob Albert and at an earl\ age die 
son determined to enter the ministry. 
After attending the public schools he 
entered the preparatory school at Get- 
tysburg and *radi-.ated from Gettys- 
burg College in class of 1867. He 
then studied theolog} at the Seminary 
heie. He was an intense student and* 
graduated with honor from college, 
winning the first tres'.nnan prize. 


Ordained in 1870. he entered upon 


his first ministenal duties in Lancas- 
ter. Pa., where he remained until 1872, 
when he accepted A call to Carlisle. 
Pa. At that charge his work attract- 
ed suih attention that he received a 
number of calls, but remained there 
until 1SS1, when he went to Baltimore 
to be pastor of St. Mark's church. 
While there he became prominently 
identified with the general work of the 
Lutheran Church and was regarded a* 
one of the leading ministers in Balti- 
more. Dining his 
pastorate there, 


which lasted until 18»«, he wrote for 
church papers and magazines, making 
a specialty of Sunday School work. 


At the urgent le-jwst of the board 


of directors of the Lu'heran PubJica- 
tion Society of Philadelphia he left 
pastoral work to become literary edi- 
tor ot the society, which |iositlon he 
held at the time of his death. 


Dr. Albert held the Highest office In 


the power of the church to bestow- 
that of president of the General Synod 
ot the Lutheran Church, to which 
portion he was elected in 1893. Recog- 
nized as one of the beat-Informed men 
on church ritual in the General Synod, 
he was made chairman of the Joint 
commission which formed the common 
service now In general use by the 
churches of the General Synod.

Tbe Meridian Hill eite is in some re- 


epecta similar to that of the Napoleonic 
memorial at Paris. Both are central 
high elevations. Ihe main avenue 
that leads to tbe Are de Trlomphe ex- 
tends from the i'ulleries to that point 
This same aveuue continues to the 
Bois de Boulogne, the fatuous park ou 
the outskirts of Paris. Tbe same geo- 
graphical cunditious apply to the 
Meridiau Hill Park site, wuich is on 
the thoroughfare leading from Ihe 
White House to Kock Creek Park, the 
latter of which will some day be quite 
as grand as the Bois de Boulogne. 


As the Capitol dominates all 


region of Capitol Hill, so does 
Washington Alouumeut dominate the 
reKiou of Potomac Park. All else IB, 
or would be, naturally dwarfed in im- 
portance, lu this Potomac Park region 
oue could hardly butld another im- 
portant structure high, aud it would 
seem a pity to build it low. How 
would it seem to have on the same 
axis for tnree important features— 


(1) Something very high, as the 


Capitol; 


(2) Something very high, as the 


Washington Monument; 


(3; Something flat? 
A building of low construction there 


might, by a stranger, be mistaken tor 
some small government building. 


Have we no other region iu town for 


Liucolu ? Is it too much to say that 
in uo city of the world is there another 
euch available situation for a great 
monument aa iu the Meridian Hill 


_ Park'! It lies both iu the center of the 


city and also in tbe center of the Die 
trict, coucmaduiK from the height or a 
monument an impressive view of tbe 
whole, it lies on the chief aud central 
driving boulevard to our largest city 
park, aud ou a thoroughfare that is 
destined to become one of the II nest 
residential aveuues ia the world. 


Axis of Symmetry. 


On the question of the axis ot sym- 


metry, a monument ou this hill would 
lie on a line directly north aud south 
with the Washington Monument, the 
latter lying mid way between Fifteenth 
and Sixteenth streets, if extended be 
low. A line from the Washington 
Monument to the Captilol would form 
• right angle running due east and 
west. 


Many more advantages are obtained 


by building the monument In Merl 
dlan Hill Park, on tbe Monument 


to the sidewalk trom MoriUa M venue 
to Euclid street, thus wuieuiug riix 
teen in street at tuts place. The earth 
thus removed la need lor heightening 
a^d forming a Urge plaza bquar« (300 
feet square) at the apex ot Uie mil. lu 
the center of this square is the pro- 
posed monument. 


Details of Memorial. 


The life Hud martyrdom of Lincoln 


wt-re lor ttie Uui'ju aud for a mutual 
aud lasting friendship. Could this be 
suggested m his uuouumeut by foui 
massive piers reureseutiug tbe North, 
rtoutn, Kust aud West, equil iu size, 
seuii-uisiaut apart, joiued aud cement 
ed at the top uy a uiasfeive capping, 
and advantageously 
seen from all 


bides ? 


Weuaveheie the four pier*, each 


thirty feet square aud twenty feel 
apart 
A vaulted interrior ie centered 


by a pedestal on which rests the 
orouze statue ot Ijiucolu overlooking 
the city. Whether a replica ot the 
statue of Lincoln at Chicago, made by 
Agustus Saiut Uaudend, be chosen or 
another would be a matter for future 
consideration. Tue opeu pieis are also 
connected ou all four sides by areues, 
which frame the statue like a picture 
The statue al this poiut is overlooking 
the top of the Capitol dome 


The closed apartment underneath, 


forty feet high aud lighted from the 
top, forms a massive base for the 
piers. This interior may be utilized 
aud decorated as further tu be studied 
Of course, panels should be provided 
Tor tbe Uettysourg speech, &c. An 
elevator takes oue to a lookout on the 
summit of the monument. 


About this plaza square the whole 


Meridau Hill Park (bordering Florida 
aveuue 485 feet aud Sixteenth street 
1,325 feet) it» treated as a huge pedes- 
tal for tbe monument 


Fu>m ihejtoucberu front descends a 


broaM Hue of steps, leading to a second 
plaza below. These steps are a bun 
dred feet wide, serving as an impor- 
tant part of the grand pedestal. On 
each side of the steps are cascades, 
leading each to a fountain on this 
plaza No. 2. (Supporting pla/>a No. 2 
(from below) is a second wall, con- 
taining vaulted openings, 
through 


which falling water feeds a pond at 
the foot of the hill. Broad circular 
stairways from Florida avenue below 
lead around the poud up to the plaza 
No. 2.

Tbe piping Is already laid aa far as 
Eighteenth aud U atreets Tbe water 
for llie basins may be readily obtained 
Irom springe underneath lu Paris tbe 
overflow of water from fouutalna is 
utilized for flushing seweis. In our 
lower part of town t»ii« aid lu the 
eleaoalug of sewers might be especi- 
ally desirable, In tbat at times we 
bave little rain and tbe sewers them- 
selves are not high above the Potomac.

street, approach from below, it is de- 
sirable tu secure additional ground as 
far as New Hampshire avenue.

the aveuue, we have a most desirable situ- 


ation for a beautitul fountain treat- 
ment. 


From the Sixteenth street side of 


the park, a line of walls aud 
terraces serve also to form the grand 
pedestal for the monument. Ou tbe 
uorth side, leading to Euclid street, 
are again steps descending from the 
monument 
A promenade aud road- 


way surrounding a sunken gardeu 
lead from Sixteenth aud,Euclid streets 
to the northern steps of the monu- 
ment. 


When U was suggested that the four 


piers of the monument might again be 
surmounted by a monumental group 
representing Peace ana Prosperity, the 
architect objected, sayiug tbat th 
group of statuary woulu detract from 
the simplicity and dUniiy of the moti 
umetil; that there was room for what 
ever statuary is desirable elsewhere 


Again, when it WAS ttigitested tna 


the museum portion of the mouumen 
be surrounded ou the outside by Dori 
or Corinthian columns, the architect 
demurred, feeling that that also de- 
tracted from the uiett ot solidity aud 
force which the more simple treatment 
could belter convey. It would also 
partake of the style of the Capitol. He 
made a hasty study for a circle of col 
umns above the base, also a colonnade 
bordering a part of the pla/.a square. 
He prefers the more simple pier treat- 
ment, however. 


In reply to a suggestion that the 


monument might he too large, Ihe 
architect remarked : "None too large 
for the distant view which it com* 
rnaude." 


We may also bring attention to tbe 


advantage* of tbe monument for night 
Illumination, especially of tbe vaulted 
interior about tbe statue. 


What ia more especially now to be 


talus—sometnliia: which could be sup- 
plied at once or left for Uie future. 


When tbe architect was asked U 


something else could supplant tbe 
lions represented iu these sketches, he 
replied : "In my opinion, nothing so 
well. The lion represents force, dig- 
nity, aud, as here represented, repose 
—tbe symbol of what we want." 


The two plazas are large enough to 


accommodate crowds of people wbo In 
summer may congregate to listen to 
music. Then- is no cooler place with- 
iu a radius of thirty mites than Ibe 
crest of Meridian Hill The prevailing 
winds of summer are from th* aoutb. 
Following Ihe cooler surface of Ihe 
Potomac, they reach Washington iu a 
straight line with Hixteeuth street 
from the foot of which the river makes 
a sudden bend 


The Gettysburg Boulevaxd. 


•One of the chief arguments iu favor 


of the Meridian Hill Park site is that 
there is another important feature 
aside from the opportunities which 
this hill provides for the massive pe 
destal of terraces aud masonry, aud 
for the falling cascades aud for tbe 
splendid city view. 


what an opportunity is bere for so 


placing the Liucolu monument tbat it 
may toouer or later be on the line of 
roadway which will connect tbe Wbite 
House with the Gettysburg Park—a 
line which will be a continuation ot 
Sixteenth street, running in its same 
straight course, north aud south, as 
far as Westminster (near Gettysburg), 
some sixty miles away. 


I understand that the present bill, 


authorizing the building of tbia Lin- 
coln memorial, calls for something to 


seen iu Washington only, and 1 


lerewith assert that the plan here 
uggeeted need not necessarily call 
Tor anything more, on tlte part of Outr 
grcaa. It may be safely predicted, 
lowever, that as our means of locomo- 
iou have materially changed in the 
ast few years, with the prospect of a 
geometrical lucrease iu the new direc- 
ton, also that toe crying need of our 
whole country is for better roads ; also 
hat tbe good roads fraternities are 
daily increasing in both conviction of 
duty and political importance, that 
good roads—yes, splendid roads—con- 
necting important cities everywhere 
are bound to come sooner or later. 


Among others, there will be a good 


road from Washington to Gettysburg, 
whether built aud controlled by Con- 
gress or by the titates through which 
it will pass. That roadway is more 
than ever sure to come, iu that the 
Gettysburg boulevard, reaching from 
Washington lo Westminster, 
will 


form an important trunk of a tree. 
Westminster will be the brauchiug 
point of a chain of other most impor- 
tant boulevards.

The Flue Arts Commission has stir- 


red up a lot of criticism by its attack 
on the Lincoln Way. and attempt 9 to- 


I locate the Lincoln Memorial in the 
, waste land along the Potomac. Ft ed 
L Fishback In the January "National 
Magazine* comments as follows: 


There are numerous objections to 


placing the Lincoln Memorial at the 
far western edse of Potomac Park. In. 
the first place, the ground is flat and 
low. 
In the second place, any memo- 


rial there would be overshadowed by 
the Washington Monument, which al- 
though tin ee cjuai ters of a mile to the 
east on higher ground, would always 
with its great height and impressive- 
outline dominate the entire landscape. 
The Lincoln .Memoiial. if placed OR 
the bank ot the Potomac, could only 
be considered bv contrast with the 
monument to Washington. The great 
Lincoln stood alone, and any memo- 
rial to him should also. 
Moreover, 


the location proposed by the Fine Arts. 
Commission is inaccessible, being at 
least a mile and a quarter from the 
frequented part ot the city and abso- 
lutely without street car facilities. 
This is of itself an insurmountable ob- 
jection, Decause Lincoln was more- 
tnan an\ othet man in the nation's 
hisioiy the man ot tbe people. Any 
memorial to him certainly should not 
be where it could be seen onl> by 
those ot' the city who have their auto- 
mobiles to enable them to pass by it 
in the summer evenings or by those 
visitors only who can afford to hire 
convfjances to take them to it. It 
should 'ie where the common people 
whom Lincoln loved could behold it 
without expense at acy time of the 
>ear. It' placed where the Fine \rfcs 
Commission recommend the numeious 
visitois to Washington dm ing the 
winter would not see it at all, for 
even the members ot the Fine Arts 
Commission would not assert that the 
park bv the river side is in winter any- 
thing but a bleak waste which people 
avoid. 


If the Lincoln Monument should be 


placeu at the Westein extiemity of the- 
mall, so far from the frequented por- 
lion of the city, the beaten path of 
travel and the track of tourists, it 
would fail of its obiect and never be- 
come tinly a memorial at all, for a 
memoiial is calculated to keep before 
us the name and the deeds of one who 
is gone 
Certainly no one is honored 


in having what is considered as his 
memorial set down in an out-of-the- 
\vaj place.
